1963, Nicklaus finished seventh 
while Arnold Palmer prevailed.

ney, a move that drew criticism 
in these parts.

WIN AT BRIDGE 


Vienna Coup 
Is Slam Key 


By Oswald & James Jacoby 
Newspaper Enterprise Assn. 


One of the special tools in 


every expert's kit bag is the 
"Grand 
Slam 
Force." 
In- 


vented by Ely Culbertson in 
1934, this bid languished in 
limbo for a long time simply 
because it was too advanced 
for those early days. It has 
been revived in the last 10 
years. 


South was well up on all 


bidding conventions and his 
five no-trump call is a perfect 
example of this bid at work. 
It asked North about the qual- 
ity of his trumps. Of course 
South might have assumed 
that North would not open a 
vulnerable three heart bid in 
second seat without both the 
king and queen but there was 
no harm in finding out. North 
would have rebid six clubs 
with either the king or queen, 
six diamonds with just the 
ace, and his six heart bid 
showed two of the three top 
honors. At least this is the way 
that particular pair play the 
convention. There is no stand- 
ard agreement on it. 


East had started harassing 


with his four spade bid. He 
continued to six and seven 
and South took the push to 
seven no-trump. 


South may well have been 


a genius at bidding. His play 
was far from that. He won 
the spade lead with his ace 


Vienna Coup and would have 
insured the contract against 
West's club-diamond holding. 
South would come down to 
four clubs. West would have 
to chuck his king of diamonds 
or a low club and South would 
have made his grand slam.

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - Rain- 


showers dampened hot, muggy 
weather and helped wash away 
fears of racial violence Wednes- 
day night after four nights of 
disturbances erupted in gunfire 
leaving one dead and several 
injured.

dominantly Negro Dixie Hills 
section, "black power" advo- 
cate Stokely Carmichael faced a 
hearing today on charges stem- 
ming from a brief flareup over 
the weekend. 


Carmichael, former chairman 


of the Student Nonviolent Coor- 
dinating Committee, was arrest- 
ed on a charge of failing to heed 
an officer's command to move 
on. He was freed on bond. 


Police officials canceled all 


leaves and vacations in antici- 
pation of more violence, but no 
trouble was reported Wednes- 
day night. 


A relaxation of Mayor Ivan 


Allen's curfew order keyed ef- 
forts to reduce tension. 


At the urging of State Sen. 


Leroy Johnson and other Negro 
leaders, Allen reduced the cur- 
few from 12 hours to six— from 
midnight to 6 a.m. He said it 
would not hinder persons sitting 
on porches for relief from the 
heat or going about their nor- 
mal business. 


In the only reported incident, 


a policeman found a smoking 
bottle filled with flammable liq- 
uid on top of a supermarket 
during the afternoon. It was ex- 
tinguished easily. 


Negro leaders and city offi- 


cials worked feverishly to re- 
store peace. 


Johnson said about 1,000 per- 


sons who live in the area signed 
a petition aimed at showing the 
neighborhood did not support 
the violence.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - The 


United States is quietly consid- 
ering what it can do to help Jor- 
dan, which appears to be the big 
loser in the Arab-Israeli war.

three-hour dinner meeting be- 
tween U.S. Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei A. Gromyko at 
Rusk's suite in the Waldorf 
Towers. 


Rusk and Gromyko dealt with 


summit possibilities in a discus- 
sion which also ranged over the 
U.N. General Assembly special 
session on the Middle East and 
other unspecified Items of U.S.* 
Soviet interest. 


Gromyko told newsmen after- 


ward that Kosygin would be re- 
turning to Moscow soon but 
probably not before Friday. 


Since Johnson had a heavy 


schedule In Washington today, it 
appeared unlikely that even a 
brief Big Two parley could take 
place until Friday or later. 
Some expected Kosygin would 
stay in New York until the end 
of the week.
